THE SUPPRESSED TRAGEDY. 

Mr. Marrix Ancuer Snee. the author of the new Tragedy refused 
to he licensed, having appealed to the Lorp CuamBeri,\tn against the 
Licenser’s decree stating, that ‘‘ not one sentiment, moral, religious, 
cr political, of which an honeat subject of this empire can justly dis- 
approve, or which any honourable man; of any party, should be 
ashamed to avow,’’—has received the following Letter in reply. 

(irosvenor-square, Feb 19, 1824. 

“ Sian—Thivking Mr. Colman a very sufficient judge of his duty, 
ard as I agree in his conclusion (frem the account he has given me of 
the tragedy of Alasco), I do cone!lude that at this time, withont con- 
siderable omissions, the tragedy should not be acted ; and whilst I 
2m persaaded that your intentions are upright, I conceive that it is 
precisely fur this reason (thongh it mey not strike authors), that it 
has been the wisdom of the Legislature to have an Examiner appointed, 
and power given to the Chamb-r'ain of the Household to judge whether 
certain plays should be acted at all, or not acted at particular times. 


“Tdo not mean to enter into an argument with you, Sir, on the 
subject, but think that your letter, conceived in polite terms to me, 
calls upon me to return an answer, showing that your tragedy has been 
well considered. “ T remain, Sir, with esteem,

Mr. Sace remarks thus upon the above. 

“From the above efficial letter, Sir, you will perceive that the Lord 
Chamberlain acknowledges the wprightness of my intentions You 
will perceive that his Grace neither asserts vor insinuates that my 
work contains one se..timent or expression in itself morally, religiously, 
or politically objectionable. but expressly alleges the present time as 
the cause of its exclusion from the stage. But, Sir, the letter of the 
Lord Chamberlain excites reflections far more important than any 
which concern the interests of so humble an individual as Tam. We 
find, from that letter, that the fiat of the newly-appointed Examiner 
is irrevocable; that he rules Lord Paramount of the British Drama, 
and that, in a question of appeal against the manner in which he exer- 
cises the duties of his office, the Lord Chamberlain thinks himself 
justified in taking the report of the officer accused, as the foundation 
of the judgment which he is called upon to pronounee.” 

Mr. Suee intends to publish his Tragedy immediately.
